Meeting of City Council Proves Ex- 
citing Event--Many Present 


COMMISSIONERS CHANGE SEATS 
New Ordinance to Amend Building 


Ordinance is Introduced 

When the meeting of the City Council was 

called to order last Tuesday evening in addition toall 
the members being present a large audience was also 
in attendance to witness the fireworks. Like the pre- 
ceeding meeting this display came from an unexpec- 
ted source. Dr. Blake moved that Mayor W. H. Wee- 
den be removed from his place as Mayor and the mo- 
tion carried by a vote of 3to 2. J.C. Ellis was then 
placed in nomination for the seat and was elected by 


the same 3 to 2 vote. 


The regular meeting of the Coun- 
cil held last Tuesday evening was call- 
ed to order by Mayor Weeden at eight 
o’clock and on roll call all of the mem- 
bers of the board answered to their 
names. 

Councilman Blake arose to a point 
of privilege, preferring charges against 
Mayor Weeden of aiding and abetting 
the recall petition, thereby working 
against other members of the Council. 

Mr. Mayor, it has come to my atten- 
tion that a petition for the recall of 
certain members of this Council has 
been filed with the City Clerk, and 
whereas although the name of the 
Chairman of this Board does not ap- 
pear thereon, it is common knowledge 
that he aided and co-operated in se- 
curing signatures thereto and whereas 
such co-operation and activity is 
clearly shown by the signed said petit- 
ion and his ownson-in-law Carl Lind- 
quist, was one of the three who act- 
ually and publicly presented said 
petition, to our City Clerk, and 
whereas such action by the Chairman 
against his co-councilmen is a direct 
insult to them and against the best in- 
terests of the City of Menlo Park, and 
tends to destroy the harmony and co- 
operation which should exist in this 
Body! and Whereas such conduct on 
his part is a clear indication that said 
Chairman is not fitted longer to hold 
the Chairmanship of this board, NOW 
therefore I hereby move that said 
Chairman W. Er: Weeden, be 
removed as Chairman of this 
Board and that the Chairmanship of 
this board be and the same is 
hereby declared vacant, And I there- 
fore make a motion to that effect. 

Dr. Blake’s motion was seconded by 
Councilman Walker.

Councilman J. C. Ellis being elected 
chairman of the Board, was sworn in- 
to office by the Clerk, and took the 
chair. 

On motion and second of Council- 
men Walker and Blake the minutes of 
Deceraber 4th. were adopted as read. 

Chief of Police Furman asked to be 
gven the privilege of appointing Ed- 
ward J. Farley night watchman, sub- 
ject to the approval of the Board. 
After some discussion Councilman 
Blake moved tha the appointment of 
the Chief of Police be endorsed, which 
was seconded by Councilman Walker 
and carried with the following vote. 
Blake, Ellis and Walker YES. Dale 
and Weeden NO. 

Councilman Dale made a motion 
that all warrants be numbered before 
coming before the Council. Motion 
lost for want of a second. However 
the City Attorney will get samples of 
Warrants used by other cites for con- 
sideration and the matter was laid 
over until the next meeing. 

Considerable discussion took place 
as to whether or not a permit should 
be granted for the building of a bung- 
alow court in Stanford Park. Build- 
ing Inspector Smith stated the plans 
and specifcations were within the 
State Housing Act and in every way 
within the requirements of the Build- 
ing Ordinance. However, the City 
Attorney thought best to amend Or- 
dinance 22 first. 

On motion and second of Council- 
men Blake and Walker Ordinance 44, 
an Ordinance amending ordinance 22 
was introduced.

Fred H. Drake, president.

“We have practically no industry, 
despite the fact that we have 14,000 
acres of industrial lands lying idle 
along the railroad and along the deep 
water channel of the bay. Without 
industry, the very backbone of de- 
velopment, the Peninsula has been 
under a severe handicap. We expect 
to show that the Southern Pacific has, 
to a large extent fostered this handi- 
cap by declining to encourage indus- 
try in San Mateo county. 

Chambers of commerce in all Pen- 
insula cities are to be asked to co- 
operate in presenting the case for a 
rival rail line on the Peninsula which 
it is expected will bring industry to 
the long neglected area, said Drake. 

President H. W. Adams of the 
Western Pacific has promised to ad- 
dress the San Mateo chamber of com- 
merce here next Monday on plans of 
the company for industrial and other 
development throughout the county.

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City Council to Hold 
Public Hearing on 
Planning Report: 


The Council of the City: of Menlo 
Park is about to act on the adoption of 
a Zoning Ordinance. The City Plan- 
ning Commission has submitted to the 
Council recommendation in final form 
for a comprehensive plan of zoning 
for Menlo Park, and in order that all 
persons who have any objection to 
make or suggestions to offer may have 
an opportunity to be heard, the Council 
has called a public meeting, to be held 
at the City Hall on Monday evening, 
December 17, at 7:30 o’clock. The gen- 
eral public is urged to attend. 

The following synopsis is given in or- 
der that every property owner and 
others interested may have an oppor- 
tunity in advance of the meeting to 
become familiar in a general way with 
the scope and purpose of the proposed 
Zoning Ordinance: 

The purpose of any comprehensive 
plan of zoning, generally speaking, is to 
restrict and regulate for the benefit 
of the community the use to which 
any private individual may put his 
property. To that end the community 
is divided into districts or zones,—the 
Residential District, the Commercial 
District and the Industrial District. 
The extent of these various districts 
may be indicated as_ follows: The 
Commercial district includes all of the 


highway for its entire length, except, 


the property on the east side of the 
Highway from Ravenswood Avenue 
south to the city limits. Also all lots 
along Santa Cruz Avenue on the north 
side from Emila Avenue east to the 
Southern Pacific Railroads, and on the 
the south end, from University Avenue 
to the railroad. 

The Industrial District consists of 
the strip paralleling the commercial 
district. Also includes the section of 
the east side of the Highway from 
Ravenswod Avenue south to the City 
Limits. 

The residential District will include 
all territory within the city not includ- 
ed in either the Industrial or Com- 
mercial Districts. 

The restrictions and regulations pro- 
posed to be enforced in these various 
districts are as folows: 

RESIDENTIAL DISTRICT 

Single family dwellings and buildings 
acessory thereto will be permitted; also 
farms, truck gardens, nurseries and 
greenhouses. In this District a pro- 
fessional person may conduct his office 
in his private home. The ground area 
of private garages will be limited to 
800 square feet. No building, structure 
or premises shall be erected, altered,
